LaFollette Obstructs 
the Nation's Defense 


Hostilities Await Only Formal Act of 
Congress Recognizing That State 
of War Exists. 


EVERY AGENCY MOVING FOR DEFENSE 


Washington, April 3.—The United States really is at war with the 
German empire today, awaiting only the formal recognition of con- 
gress. 


Eve:^ agency was moving to guard the nation against the govern- 
ment which President Wilson in his address to confess characterized 
a« a natural foe to liberty. The cabinet at a war session was called to 
discuss the extension of credits to the nations already at war against 
Germany; the raising of money by taxation for use of the United 
States in the war; the equipment 
of the navy to the fullest state of 
efficiency to cope with the subma- 
rine menace, and the raising of a 
great army on the principle of uni- 
versal liability to service—the first 
increment of which is to be 500,- 
000 men. 


The council of national defense 
and its advisory committee in its 
joint session cputinued its work of 
mobilization of the national re- 
sources "to bring the government of 
the German empire to terms and end 
the war," as the president expressed 
It. 


The war department and the army 
general staff was ready to present to 


congress its plans for raising an army 
just as soon as the legislative 
body 
asks for it. 


Senate Committee Approves. 


Work in congress on the resolution 
to declare formally a state of war ex- 
isting went rapidly forward. 
The sen- 
ate foreign 
relations 
committee ap- 
proved the 
resolution 
as introduced 
without change in its effect. 


Chairman Stone, who voted against

WAR MESSAGE 
MAY KINDLE A 
GERMAN RISING 


Washington, April 3.—Whether the German government will 
permit publication in Germany of President Wilson's address was a 
question of great interest today at the state department. 


The sharp line drawn by the president in his address between the 
German people and the autocracy which rules them is regarded as 
providing additional fuel for the 
unrest in Germany which has been 
recognized 
even by 
Chancellor 
von Bethmann-Hollweg. 


The extent of the unrest and the 
attitude of the authorities toward 
it is expected to be shown in the 
way they treat publication of the 
president's address. 


Reports from Berlin that Count 
Czernin, Austrian foreign minis- 
ter, had proposed a conference of 
belligerents without a cessation of 
hostilities caused surprise at the 
state department where itwas said 
that no such definite information 
had been received. Count Czernin 
is known here only to have said 
that the central powers still con- 
sidered open their peace offer of 
December 12, but that he added to 
that offer the suggestion of a con- 
ference during hostilities provid- 
ed a new angle.

To Use All Power. 


Congress, acting for the American 
people today took steps looking to en- 
abling the nation, as the president ex- 
pressed it, to "exert all its power and 
employ all its resources to bring the 
government of the German empire to 
terms to end the war." 


While congress went ahead with its 
work, the cabinet met in a virtual war 
council. 


Foreign affairs committees of both 
houses met at 10 o'clock, to consider 
resolutions declaring that a state of 
war exists, and directingr the president 
to use all resources of the nation to 
carry on war against Germany 
and 
bring the conflict to a successful con- 
clusion. 
The resolutions, identical in 
form, were Introduced and referred to 
the committee within a few minutes 
after the president had finished his ad- 
dress to congress. 
The senate was ex- 
pected to report the resolution with- 
out waiting for action by the house. 
Chances were, however, that the senate 
would take no definite action pending 
a vote by the house. 
The house com- 
mittee also was expected to report the 
resolution promptly under a special 
rule limiting debate and ^xing an hour 
for a vote. 
The senate under its clo- 
ture rules adopted at the recent spe- 
cial session can bring debate to a close 
whenever two-thirds of the members 
wish. 


Big Majorities Promlaed. 


It is accepted as a foregone conclu- 
sion that when the 
resolution 
does 
come to a vote it will pass both houses 
by overwhelming majorities. 
Small 
groups of pacifists are 
expected 
to 
make a fight at the last minute. 


The president in his address did not 
make it very clear exactly how he ex- 
pected to raise an army of 500,000 men, 
which he proposed, except to say it 
should be "upon the principle of uni- 
versal liability to service." 
Two uni- 
versal training bills were introduced 
yesterday, one drafted by the army 
general staff and the other by Senator 
Chamberlain. 
Whether either may be 
used as the frame work for a measure 
to raise a big army is unknown. 
It is 
assured that the president will author- 
ize an increase of both the 
national 
guard and the regular army to war 
strength. 
That in itself w^ould give an 
army of more than 700,000 men in ad- 
dition to the proposed new force of 
500,000. 
The navy already is recruit- 
t ing to war strength under an order of 
the president issued last week and 60,- 
000 national guardsmen are doing po- 
lice duty in their respective states. 


Did Not Know of Aztec Sinking:. 
AVord of the sinking of the American 
freighter Aztec by a (ierman subma- 
rine came just before the 
pi-esident 
started to the capitol to deliver his 
message last night. 
He did not know

turned to the white house. It was the 
first armed American ship to be sunk 
and officials did not feel that it af- 
fects the present situation materially.

I have called the congress into ex- 
traordinary session because 
there are 
serious, very serious, choices of policy 
to be made, and made immediately, which 
it was neither right nor constitutionally 
permissible that I should assume the re- 
sponsibility of making. 


On the 3rd of February last, I officially 
laid before you the extraordinary an- 
nouncement of the imperial German gov- 
ernment that on and after the first day 
of February it was its purpose to put 
aside all restraints of law or of human- 
ity and use its submarines to sink every 
vessel that sought to approach either the 
ports of Great Britain and Ireland, or 
the western coast of Europe, or any of 
the ports controlled 'by the enemies of 
Germany within the Mediterranean. That 
seemed to be the object of German sub- 
marine warfare earlier in the war, but 
since April of last year the imperial 
government had somewhat restrained the 
commanders of its undersea craft in con- 
formity with its promise then given to 
us .that passenger boats should not be 
sunk, and that due warning would be 
given to all other vessels, which its sub- 
marines might seek to destroy, when 
no resistance was ofTered or escape at- 
tempted and care taken that their crews 
were given at least a fair chance to save 
their lives in their open boats. 
Poor Precautions Taken. 


The precautions taken were small and 
haphazard, as was proved in distress- 
ing instance after instance in the prog- 
ress of the cruel and unhuman war, but 
a certain decree of restraint was ob- 
served. The new policy has swept every 
restriction aside, 
vessels of every kind, 
whatever their flag, their character, their 
cargo, their destination, their errand, 
have been ruthlessly sent to the bottom 
without warning and without thought of 
help or mercy for those on board the 
vessels of friendly neutrals along with 
those 
of belligerents. 
Even hospital 
ships carrying relief to the bereaved and 
stricken people of Belgium, though the 
latter were provided with safe conduct 
through the proscribed areas by the Ger- 
man government itself and were distin- 
guished by unmistakable marks of iden- 
tity, have been sunk with the reckless 
lack of compassion or of principle. 
Scarce to Be Believed. 


I was for a little while unable to be- 
lieve that such things would in fact be 
done by any government that had hither- 
to subscribed to the humane practices 
of civilized nations. 
International law 
had its origin in the attempt to set up 
some law Avhich would be respected and 
observed upon the seas v. hcrc no nation 
had right of dominion and where lay the 
free highways of the world. 


Right Swept Aslae.

respect 
for the 
understandings 
t h a t 
were supposed to underlie the inter- 
course of the world. 


Destruction of Life the Issue. 


I am not now thinking of the loss of 
property, immense and .«erious as that 
is—but of the wanton and wholesale 
destruction of lives of non-combatants, 
women and children engaged in pursuits 
which have always, even in the darkest 
periods of modern history, been deemed 
innocent and legitimate. 


Property can be paid for; the lives of 
peaceful and innocent people cannot be 
restored. 
The present German subma- 
rine warfare against commerce is war- 
fare against mankind. It is war against 
all nations. 
American ships _have been 
sunk, American lives taken, in ways 
which it has stirred us very deeply to 
leam of, but the ships of people of othoi- 
neutral and friendly nations have beeen 
sunk and overAvhelmed in the waters in 
the .same way. 


There has been no discrimination. The 
challenge is to all mankind. 
Each na- 
tion must decide lor itself how it is to 
meet it. 


The choice we make for ourselves must 
be made wiih a moderation of council 
and a tcmperateness of judgment be- 
fitting our character and our motives as 
a nation. 


Neither Rcvciikc Nor Victory. 


We must put excited feeling away. 
Our motive will not be revenge or the 
victorious 
assertion 
of 
the 
physical 
might of the nation, but only the vln- 
diotation o fright of h u m a n right, of 
which we are only a single champion. 


When I addressed the congress on 
the 26th of F e b r u a r y last, I t h o u g h t 
t h a t It would suffice to assert our neu- 
tral rights with arms, our right to use 
the sea against unlawful interference, 
our right to keep 
our 
people safe 
against unlawful violence. 
But a r m - 
ed neutrality, it now appears, is im- 
practicable. 
Because submarines are 
in effect outlaws 
when used as the 
German submarines have been 
used 
against m e r c h a n t shipping. It is im- 
possible to defend ships against their 
attacks as the law of nations has as- 
sumed t h a t m e r c h a n t m e n would 
de- 
fend themselves against privateers or 
cruisers, visible c r a f t giving chase up- 
on the open sea. 
I t is c o m m o n prud- 
ence in such circumstances, grim ne- 
cessity, indeed, to endeavor to destroy 
t h e m before they have shown 
their 
own intention. 
They m u s t be 
dealt 
with upon sight, if dealt with at all. 
treated as beyond the pale of law and 
subject to be dealt with as 
privates 
would be. 
Armed neutrality Is inef- 
fectual enough at the best; in such 
circumstances and In the face of such 
pretentions it is worse 
t h a n 
inef- 
fectual; It is likely at once to cause 
w h a t it was m e a n t to prevent; It is 
practically certain to d r a w us into the

Submission Impossible. 


There is one choice we cannot make, 
we are incapable of making, we will not 
choose the path of submission and suf- 
fer the most sacred rights of our nation 
and our people to be ignored or violated. 
The wrongs against which we now array 
ourselves are not common wrongs; they 
cut to the very roots of humanity. 


With a profound sense of the solemn 
and even tragic character of the step I 
am taking and of the grave responsibili- 
ties which it involves, but in unhesitat- 
ing obedience to what I deem ray con- 
stitutional duty I advise that the con- 
gi'ess declare the recent course of the 
imperial German government to be, in 
fact, nothing less than war against the 
government and people of this United 
States; that 
it formally 
accept the 
status of belligerent which has thus 
been thrust upon it and that it take im- 
mediate steps not only to pta the coxmtry 
in a more thorotigh state of defense, but 
also to exert all its power and employ 
all its resources to bring the government 
of the German empire to terms and end 
the -war. 


It Means War on Allies' Side. 


What this will involve is clear. It will 
involve the utmost practicable co-opera- 
tion in counsel and action with the gov- 
ernments now at war with Germany 
and, as incident to that, the extension 
to these governments of the most liberal 
financial credits, in order that our re- 
sources may, so far as possible, be added 
to theirs. 
It will involve the organiza- 
tion and mobilization of all the material 
resources of the country to supply the 
materials of war and serve the incidental 
needs of the nation in the most abund- 
ant, and yet the most economical and 
effective way possible. 
It will involve 
the immediate call and equipment of 
the nary in all respects, but particu- 
larly in supplying it with the best means 
of dealing with the enemy's submarines. 
Army of Half a Million. 


It will involve the immediate addi- 
tion to the armed forces of the United 
States 
already 
provided 
for by law 
in case of war, at least 500,000 men 
who should in my opinion be chosen upon 
the principle of universal liability to 
service and also the authorization of 
subsequent 
additional 
increments 
of 
equal force so soon as they may be 
needed and can be handled in training. 
Big Credits Needed. 


It will involve also, of course, the 
granting of adequate credits to the gov- 
ernment, sustained, I hope, so far as they 
can equitably be sustained, by the pres- 
ent generation, by well conceived taxa- 
tion. I say sustained so far as may be 
equitable by taxation because it seems 
to me that it would be most imwise to 
base the credits vv'tiich will now be neces- 
sary entirely on money borrowed. It is 
our duty, I most respectfully urge, to 
protect our people so far as we may 
against the very serious hardships and 
evils which would be likely to arise out 
of the inflation which would be produced 
by vast loans. 


Mnst Aid the AlUcs. 
In 
carrying out the 
measures 
by 
which these things are to be accom- 
plished we should keep constantly In 
mind the wisdom of interfering as lit- 
tle as possible in our own preparations 
and in the equipment of our own mili- 
tary forces with the duty—for it will 
Right Never Before Questioned. 
The German government denies the 
right of neutrals to use a r m s a t all 
within the areas of the sea which it 
has prescribed, even in the defense of 
rights which no modern publicist has 
ever before questioned their right to 
defend. 
The intimation is 
conveyed 
t h a t the a r m e d guards which wo have 
placed on our m e r c h a n t ships will be 
be a very practical duty—of 
supply- 
ing the nations already at w a r 
with 
Germany 
with 
the 
materials 
which 
they can obtain from us or by our as- 
sistance. 
They are in the 
field 
and 
we should help t h e m in every way to 
be effective there. 


I shall take the liberty of suggest- 
ing t h r o u g h the several executive de- 
partments of the government for the 
consideration 
of 
your 
committees, 
measures for the accomplishment 
of 
the several objects I have mentioned. 
I hope t h a t it will be your pleasure 
to deal with t h e m 
as 
having been 
f r a m e d a f t e r very careful thought by 
the branch of the government 
upon 
which the responsibility of conducting 
the w a r and safeguarding the nation 
will most directly falL 


Thinks Nation's Mind Clear. 
While wc do these things, the deeply 
momentous things, let us be A'ery clear 
and make very clear to all the world 
what our motives and our objects are. 
My own thought has not been driven 
from its habitual and normal course by 
the unhapj)y events of the last two 
months, and I do not believe that the 
thought of the nation has been altereil 
or clouded by them. 


I have exactly the same things in mind 
now that I had in mind when I ad- 
dressed the senate on the 22nd of Janu- 
ary last; the same that I had in mind 
when I addressed the congress on the 
3rd of February and on the 26th of 
February. 
Our object now, as then, is 
to vindicate the principles of peace and 
the justice in the life of the world as 
against selfish and autocratic power and 
to set up amongst the really free and 
self-governed peoples of the world such 
a concert of purpose and of action as 
will henceforth insure the ob8er\'ance of 
those principles. 


Neutrality No lionKcr Possible. 
Neutrality Is no longer possible or 
feasable where the peace of the world 
Is Involved and the freedom of their 
peoples and the menace to t h a t peace 
and freedom lies in the existence of 
autocratic governments backed by or- 
ganized force 
which 
Is 
controlled 
wholly by their will, not by the will 
of their people. 
W e have seen 
the 
last of neutrality 
In 
such 
circum- 
stances. 
W e are at the beginning of 
an age in which it will be insisted that 
the same standards of conduct and of 
responsibility for wrong done shall be 
observed a m o n g nations and their gov- 
ernments 
t h a t 
are 
observed 
a m o n g 
t h e Individual citizens 
of 
civilized 
states. 


We have no quarrel with the Ger- 
m a n people. 
W e have no feeling to- 
w a r d s ' t h e m , but one of sympathy and 
friendship. 
I t wKs not upon their Im- 
pulse t h a t their government acted In 
entering this war. 
It was not with 
their 'previous knowledge or approval. 
Likt Ancifat Predatory War. 
It was « w»r determined upon 
wft» 


wheré consulted by their rulers and wars 
were provoked and waged iii the inter 
est of dyniujtics or of little groups of 
ambitious men who were accustomed to 
use their fellowmen as pawns and tools. 


Self-governed nations do not fill their 
neighbor states with spies "or set the 
course of intrigue to bring about some 
critical posture of affairs which will give 
them an opportunity to strike and make 
conquest. 
Such designs can be success- 
fully worked only under cover and where 
no one has the right to ask questions. 


Democracy Guarantee of Pfcaee. 
Cunningly contrived 
plans of decep- 
tion or aggression carried, it m a y be, 
f r o m generation to generation, can be 
worked oüt and kept f r o m the light 
only within the privacy of courts or 
behind 
the 
carefully guarded 
confi- 
dence of a n a r r o w and privileged class. 
They 
are 
happily 
impossible 
where 
public opinion c o m m a n d s and 
insists 
upon full information concerning all 
the nation's affairs. 


A steadfast concert for peace can 
never be maintained except a pai-tner- 
ship of democratic nations. 
No auto- 
cratic government could be trusted to 
keep faith within (it or observe its cov- 
enants. 
It m u s t be a league of honor, 
a partnership 
of opinions. 
Intrigue 
would eat Its vitals away; the 
plot- 
tings of inner circles who could plan 
w h a t they would and render account 
to no one would be a corruption seat- 
ed a t its very heart. 


The Example of Russia. 


Only free peoples can hold their pur- 
pose and honor steady to a common end 
prefer the interests of mankind to any 
narrow interests of their own. 


Does not every American fee! that as- 
surance has been added to our hope for 
the future peace of the world by the 
wonderful and heartening things 
t h a t 
have been happening within the last 
few weeks in Russia? 


Russia was known by those who knew 
it best to have been always in fact demo- 
cratic at heart, in all the vital habits 
of her thought in all the intimate re- 
lationships of her people that spoke 
their natural instinct, their habitual 
atittude towards life. 


Joins Forces of Freedom. 


The autocracy that crowned the sum- 
mit of her political structure, long as it 
had stood and terrible as was the reality 
of its power, was not in fact Russian 
in origin, character, or purpose; and now 
it has been shaken off and the g^cat, 
generous Russian people have been added 
in all their naive majesty and might to 
the forces that are fighting for freedom 
in the world, for justice and for peace. 
Here is a fit partner for a league of 
honor. 


One of the things that has served to 
convince us that the Prussian autocracy 
was not and could never be our friend ia 
that from the very outset of the present 
war it has filled our unsuspecting com- 
munities and even our offices of govern- 
ment with spies and set criminal in- 
trigues everywhere afoot against our na- 
tional unity of council, our peace within 
and without, our industries and 
our 
commerce. 


German Spies Here Before War. 
Indeep it is evident their spies were 
here even before the war began; and 
it Is not unhappily a m a t t e r of con- 
jecture, but a fact proved in our courts 
of Justice t h a t the 
intrigues 
which 
have more t h a n once come perilously 
n e a r to disturbing the peace and dis- 
locating t h e industries of the country 
have been carried on a t the Instiga- 
tion, with the support and even u n d e r 
t h e 
personal 
direction 
of 
official 
agents 
of 
the 
imperial 
government 
accredited to the government of 
the 
United 
States. 


Even In checking these things and 
trying to extirpate 
t h e m 
we 
have 
sought to put the most generous in- 
terpretation 
possible upon them 
be- 
cause w^e knew that their source lay, 
not in any hostile feeling or purpose 
of the G e r m a n people towards us (who 
were, no doubt, as Ignorant of t h e m 
a s we ourselves were,) but only In the 
selfish designs of a government that 
did w h a t it pleased and told its peo- 
ple 
nothing. 
But 
they 
have 
played 
their 
part 
in 
serving 
to 
convince us 
at 
last 
t h a t 
t h a t 
government entertains no real friendship 
lor us and means to act against 
our 
peace and security at its convenience. 
That it means to stir up enemies against 
us at our very doors the intercepted note 
to the German minister at Mexico City 
is eloquent evidenco. 


Why Challenge Is Accepted. 
We are accepting this challenge of hos- 
tile purpose bocausc we know that in 
such a govornment, following such meth- 
ods, wo can never be friends and that 
in the presence of its organized })owei-, 
always lying in wait to accomplish, wc 
know not what purpose, there can be no 
assured security for the democratic gov- 
ernments of the world. 


Ready With Nation's Whole Force. 
Wé are now about to acccpt gauge of 
battle with this natural foe to liberty 
and shall, if necessary, spend the wholo 
force of the nation to check and nullify 
its pretentions and its power. 
We are 
glad, now that we see the facts with no 
veil of false pretense about them, to 
fight thus for the ultimate peace of the 
world and for the liberation of its peo- 
ples, the German peoples included; for 
the rights of nations great and small 
and the privilege of men everywhere to 
choose their way of life and of obedi- 
ence. The world must be made safe for 
democracy. 
Its peace must be planted 
upon the trusted foundations of political 
liberty. 


War Without Passion. 


We have no selfish ends to serve. We 
desire no conquest, no dominion. 
Wo 
seek no indemnities for ourselves, no 
material compensation for the sacrifices 
we shall freely make. 
We are but one 
of the champions of the rights of man- 
kind. 
We shall be satisfied when those 
rights have been as secure as the faith 
and the freedom of the nations can make 
them. 


Just because we fight without rancour 
and without selfish objects, seeking noth- 
ing for ourselves but what we shall wish 
to share with all free peoples, wc shall, 
I feel confident, conduct our operations 
as belligerents without passion and our- 
selves observe 
with proud 
pimctillo 
the principles of right and of fair play 
we profess to be fighting for.

Germany's Allies Not Mentioned. 
I have said nothing of the govern- 
ments allied with the imperial govern- 
ment of Germany because they have 
not made war upon us or challenged 
us to defend our right and our honor. 
The 
Austro-Hungarian 
government 
has indeed avowed its unqualified en- 
dorsement and 
acceptance 
of the 
reckless and lawless submarine war- 
fare adopted now without disguise by 
the imperial German government and 
it has therefore not been possible for 
this government 
to 
receive 
Count 
Tarnowski, the ambassador recently 
acpredited to this government by the 
imperial and 
royal 
government of 
Austria-Hungary; ^but 
that govern- 
ment has riot actually engaged in war- 
fare against citizens 
of the 
United 
States on the seas and I take the lib- 
erty for the present, at least, of post- 
poning a discussion of our relations 
with the authorities at Vienna. 
We 
enter this war only where we ajre 
clearly forced into it because there 
are no other means of defending our 
rights. 


Not in Enmity. 
It will be all the easier for us to con- 
duct ourselves as belligerents in a high 
spirit of right and fairness because we 
act without animus not in tnmity to- 
wards a people or with the desire to 
bring any injury or disa/dvantage upon 
them, but only in armed opposition to 
an irresponsible government which has 
thrown aside all considerations of hu- 
manity and of right 
and is running 
amuck. 


We are, let me say, again the sincere 
friends of the German people, and de- 
sire nothing so much as the early estab- 
lishment of intimate relations of mu- 
tual advantage 
between us—however 
hard it may be for them, for the time 
being, to believe that this is spoken from 
our hearts. 
We have borne with their 
present government through all these 
bitter months because of that friendship 
—exercising a patience and forbearance 
which would otherwise have been im- 
possible. 
We shall, happily, still have 
an opportunity to prove 
that friend- 
ship in our daily attitude and actions 
towards the millions 
of 
men 
and 
women of German birth and native 
sympathy, who live amongst us and 
share our life, and we shall be proud 
to prove It towards all who are in 
fact loyal to their neighbors and to 
the government in the hour of test. 
They are, most of them, as true and 
loyal Americans as if they had never 
known any other fealty or allegiance. 
They will be prompt to stand with us 
In rebuking and restraining the few 
who may be of a different mind and 
purpose. 


Disloyalty Will Be Repressed. 


If there should be disloyalty it will 
be dealt with with a firm hand of stem 
repression; but, if it lifts it» head at 
all, it will lift it only here and there 
and without countenance except from a 
lawless and malignant few. 


It is a distressing and oppressive duty, 
geiTtlemen of the congress, which I have 
performed in thus addressing you. There 
are, it may be, many months of fiery 
trial and sacrifice ahead of us. It is a 
fearful thing to lead this great peaceful 
people into war, into the most terrible 
and disastrous of all wars civilization 
itself seeming to be in the balance, but 
the right is more precious than peace, and 
we shall fight for the things which we 
have always carried nearest our hearts— 
for democracy, for the right of those 
who submit to authority to have a 
voice in 
their own 
governments, for 
the 
rights 
and 
liberties 
of 
small 
small nations, for a universal domin- 
ion o right by such a conduct of free 
peoples as shall bring peace and safe- 
ty to all nations and make the worud's 
Itself at last free. T o such a task we 
can dedicate our lives and our for- 
tunes, everything that we ai'e and 
everything that we have, with the 
pride of those who know that the day 
lias come when America is privileged 
to spend her blood and her might for 
the principles that gave her birth and 
happiness and the peace which she 
has treasured. 
Gbd helping hei-, she 
can do no other.

The Last Word Spoken. 


President "Wilson has spoken the word that for two years he has 
been striving as all the country has been hoping should not be said. It 
is war. It remains only that congress shall confirm, according to the 
constitution, Avhat the president shows is the course to which duty 
and self-respect now constrain tliLs nation. 


President Wilson's statement of the ease for our government and 
people will go into the archieves of the world's civilization as one of 
the epochal documents of the endless struggle of humanity forward 
to the great light that is the goal of freedom-seeking peoples in every 
land beneath the sun. It is a scathing and historic indictment of the 
imperialism that today governs, oppresses and perverts the heart and 
gejiius of the human mass in one of the world's greatest racial groups. 
It is a stirring appeal for the progress of democracy, for the rights of 
all nations—big and little—^for the security of all countries, for the 
peace of the world. It is, too, the vindication of this government's 
action in the part that ruthless events have put it under stern com- 
pulsion to play. 


Not a word of the president's indictment of the German govern- 
ment for its oft-repeated wanton occasions against this government 
can be gainsaid. They are facts of history. They are deeds that have 
been wrought shamefully and shamelessly under the whole world's 
startled and affrighted gaze. They were to be borne no longer if this 
nation were to hold the respect of mankind—^were to hold its own re- 
spect, indeed. Germany had not been unwarned, but the imperial 
government flouted every well-meant and friendly admonition that 
had come from Washington that outrage might continue until patience 
ajid forbearance should cease. With a devotion to peace and a regard 
for the people of Germany that have been thé astonishment of man- 
kind and the wonder of his own people, President Wilson has em- 
ployed every means of his great power and influence as head of the 
grèatest neutral to bring peace to the world, to have this country 
spared necessity to draw the sword and to keep our position against 
thé time when thé warring nations should have need of a friend in 
cplninon that the mighty quarrel might be composed and the heredi- 
iaHty feuds of ages might be put away. All of it has come to nothing 
bat the thing it was most passionately hoped might be escaped. The 
imperial government of Germany has persisted with a vast obstinacy 
to sow the wind. The harvest will be all its own if it now reap the 
whirlwind. 


There is moje than our national rights and dignity at stake. It 
iâ not alone a question of our ships going to and fro on the high seas 
in peaceful pursuits without menace of ruthless destruction of proper- 
ty and thé unconscionable murder of our citizens whom they catry.

America, entering upon this war of sacrifice for world-democracy

against the people of Germany, but against the government and tyran- 
ny o fGermany's despotic imperialism. 


Of our entrance into this war of defense nothing remains to be 
said. It is the happening of the expected. It has been forecasted for 
weeks—has lain potential in a hundred events during the last two 
years. It is none of our making and upon us the blood of it cannot lie.

Thé Hague, Netherlands. March 16. 
(Correspondence 
of the 
Associated 
Press.)—Signs are not wanting that, 
partly as a consequence of the war, the 
Dutch language 
is to 
take a moie 
prominent place in the world than it 
has done in the last century. 
Plans 
on foot to establish 
a 
chair in the 
Dutch language, literature and 
his- 
tory at London university, a move- 
ment that has attracted the more in- 
terest in the British metropolis be- 
cause of the numerous and growing 
Dutch-speaking population that now 
forms part of the "British empire, as 
citizens of United South Africa. 


In Germany professorships in Dutch 
already existed at Bonn and Munster 
universities, and the events of 
tho 
war have led the authorities at Leip- 
zig to afford similar facilities. 
The 
temporary German rule in the Flem- 
ish marts of Belgium 
has 
naturally 
evoked increased interest in Dutch in 
Germany. ^Indeed, many of the Ger- 
mans more directly concerned 
have 
already acquired a kno%vledge of tho 
language. 


In addition to existing Dutch in- 
stitutions in America, there is a move- 
ment on foot in the United States for 
the establishment of a chair in Neth- 
erlands history and literature at the

SETS THEM FREE 


Strange and 
Astounding 
Scenes Witnessed in 
Far-Off Land. 


Tyumen. Sibeiia, March 
31.—(Via 
Petrograd and London, April 3.—5:55 
a 
m . ) — F i f t y thousand sledges, car- 
rying victims of the old regime back 
to freedom in the new Russia from 
the mines and convict settlements of 
Siberia, are speeding in endless chain 
across the snows of north Asia to- 
ward the nearest points on the Trans- 
Siberian railway. 
Their 
passengers 
range from members of the old ter- 
rorist societies to exiles who were ban- 
ished by administrative decree with- 
ont trial or even known offense. 


It is a race against time, as the 
-spring thaw 
is imminent 
and 
the 
roads, even in the coldest settlements 
of the lower Lena, will soon be im- 
passable. 
Exiles who do not 
reach 
the railroad within a fortnight must 
wait six weeks or two months until 
the ice melts and river navigation be- 
gins. 


Instructing the Peoople. 


' In order to witness this 
unprece- 
dented migration a correspondent of 
the Associated 
Press 
came here in 
company with a member of the duma, 
M. RosenofT, and two member.s of the 
former council of empire. 
The three 
officials were sent by the provisional 
government to explain to the natives 
In these remote Russian outposts the 
nature of the great change which has 
come to the country. 
Their mission 
carries them to some scores of thou- 
sands of heathen Asiatic tribesmen and 
they are especially 
directed to

androvsk prison, fifty miles from Ir- 
kutsk. 
Tliis is the big-gest convict jail 
in Russia and 
contained 
12,000 
or- 
dinary criminals and about 500 polit- 
ical prisoners mostly sentenced to life 
imprisonment in Kateroga, the severest 
form of Russian punishment short of 
deatli. 
I spent: the first five years in 
the so-called 
probation 
class 
witli 
hands and feet manacled and chained 
to wheelbarrows which I had to take 
everywhere. 
In addition 
I was 
re- 
peatedly flogged by order of the gov- 
ernor. 
Tiie assistant governor during 
the absence of his chief, ordered daily 
flogging 
for his own satisfaction. 


Under Ija^h When Word 
Came. 


"The badly overcrowded prison was 
divided into dormitories, each of which 
was 
intended 
for 
30 
prisoners 
but 
usually contained from sixty to eighty, 
half of whom 
had 
consumption 
or 
rheumatism. 
We convicts had a se- 
cret organization which we called 'the 
collective,' the occupants of the differ- 
ent 
dormitories 
communicated 
by 
means of tapping and other systems 
of signaling. 
Although we also had 
means of communication with the out- 
side world, we knew nothing of the 
i-evolution until the morning of our re- 
lease. 
At that time two terrorists and 
half a dozen criminal convicts 
were 
being flogged without apparent cause. 
The provincial state attorney sudden- 
ly appeared and 
announced 
to 
our 
amazement: 
'Russia is a republic and 
you are free.' 


"After our release we learned that 
the as.sistant governor on getting the 
news of the revolution declared that he 
would give a farewell 
flogging 
'in or- 
der to prepare my jail birds for sweet 
liberty.' " 


Jobbed Exile is Freed. 


Among the political prisoners from 
Tobolsk is Alexander Popoff, who was 
.«sentenced to death for an alleged plot 
against the emperor, a charge which 
he declares was a fabrication by the 
police. 
Popoff, who is a highly intel- 
ligent artisan, was 
chained 
by 
the 
wrists and ankles for four years. 
In 
describing his release he said: 
"A 
most remarkable feature of amnesty 
day in Tobolsk was the sudden demand 
for blacksmiths. 
The prison 
black- 
smith, fearing the vengeance of the 
convicts fled and private blacksmiths, 
in the general orgy of revolutionary 
triumph, could not be found. 
In the 
meantime sixty chained' men 
waited 
for their liberation. The newly formed 
committee of public-safety, until able 
to And blacksmiths, drove 
th« .«till 
chained convicts to the dismissed gov- 
ernor's palace, where a banquet ha 1 
been prepared and we had our fl' ii 
free meal. 
Above the din of speeches 
and cheers for the Russian 
republic, 
could be heard the Jangling 
of 
our 
shackles." 


Pretty Girl Galiu liiberty. 
Another liberated c-xil« waJi Sophia 
LiJnalUky, 
pretty girl; of i f . f m t m 


from Vitebsk, who was arrested a year 
ago on suspicion of being engaged in 
political propaganda and was spiritecf 
away to the Siberian village of Kiutun. 
She wag allowed $2 a month by the 
government for her living expenses and 
managed to exist by teaching 
adult 
peasants to read and write. 
Telling of 
her experiences she said: 
"In my vil- 
lage, the police themselves 
wearing 
red badges, were the first to announce 
the 
revolution. 
Immediately

was a frantic competition among the 
exiles to get home. 
The first two girls 
who 
started 
were 
without 
proper 
equipment and were overtaken by a 
blizzard 
near Vrekolensk 
and,

Another girl who haa been exiled 
to a place near the shores of 
Lake 
Baikal, saj^ that the news of the rev- 
Baikal, said that the news of the rev- 
olution was first given out by the vil- 
lage priest in church. 
At once 
fifty 
exiles, who were in the congregation, 
rushed out determined on vengeance, 
on the local captain who was a wanton 
tyrant. 
They were met by the police- 
man's 10-year-old daughter, who stood

In Tyunlm are convicts and exiles 
who were on their way to prison and 
exile when the revolution 
occurred.

Basil Muravln, sentenced to death in 
1907 for belonging to the "militant or- 
ganization of the social revolutionary 
party." 
Muravln spent the 
first 
five 
years in the Schusselburg fortress on 
Lake Ladoga, and then four years in 
other European prisons, including the 
one at Phskov, where he was 
flogged 
seven times by the governor. 
Baron 
Medem. 
He was then dispatched to 
Siberia to end,his days as an exile on 
the upper Lena. 


Tells of His lilberatioii. 


Muravln gave the following account 
of his liberation: 


"When the revolution occurred, 
I 
was 
in the small 
Udinsk 
transport 
prison .awaiting the arrival of other 
convicts for dispatch together to the 
east. 
I had Ions lost hope of pardon 
when I learned that I was tree. 
The 
discovery came In a most 
dramatic 
way. 
I was at the time In chains as a 
newcomer of unknown character. 
I 
heard a sudden shouting and afterward 
a terrific rifle fire. It sounded as If a 
million cartidges 
had 
exploded 
in 
quick succession. 
Next, bullets began 
to fly over the prison yard. 
Finally a 
bullet cut the halyard of the Russian 
flag which waved over the prison build- 
ing. 
The flag dropped on the roof and 
shortly afterward a crowd stormed the 
prison and hoisted there a Russian en- 
sign. 
My last experience of the old 
regime was a visit by the former «rov- 
ernor of the Jail, who fef^rlng retalia- 
tion beMed m e to alirn « stattment ac

"Lloyd 
George's young nien," as they call tiie 
group of business men whom the premier 
has brought into his cabinet, is Albert

ago. Mr. Illingworth is the head of one 
of the largest worsted spinning firms in 
England and of a large French fi.rm of 
woolcombers whose works have been al- 
riiost destroyed by the Gennany army. 
Financially, Mr. Illingworth has been one 
of the heaviest sufferers in England from 
the war. 


As postmaster general of Great Brit- 
ain he administers the largest state- 
owned business in the world. The British 
postoffice has charge of all telephones 
and telegraphs, distributes pensions and 
separation allowances, collects revenues 
and taxes of various kinds, and is an 
important cog in the machinery of issu- 
ing government loans. 


The postoffice employs in normal times 
about 250,000 persons. Its savings ^)ank 
department has 12,000,000 depositors and 
about .$1,000,000,000 in deposits. 
It has 
sold "war savings certificates" to a total 
of nearly .$1,000,000,000. The army post- 
office service alone employs about 4,000 
men, and handles 18,000,000 letters and 
parcels every week. 


Mr. Illingworth is the first postmaster 
general ever appointed in Great Britain 
with virtually no parliamentary experi- 
ence. 
In the opinion of Lloyd George, 
"business experience and aptitude are 
the master qualifications." 
Mr. Illing- 
worth, 
although a 
great disciple 
of 
"efficiency," is not a revolutionist, but 
he has already found occasion to put 
some rather startling changes into effect.

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J. LLOYD ABMSTBONG TALKS. TO. MINIS- i 
TERS ON SOCIALISM.

"Christianity and Socialism" was the 
subject of an address delivered. Mon- 
day afternoon by J. Lloyd Armstrong 
at the regular meeting of the Fort 
Wayne Ministerial associatipn. 


Mr. Armstroner spoke as follows: 
"I am pleased to have, this opportun- 
ity of addressing you. 
The pleasure 
Is genuine because of the fact that I 
am here 
to 
discuss, comparatively, 
two subjects, both of which are very, 
very vital. 
Because of the limited 
time at my disposal for preparation I 
shall not be able to give you as clear 
cut an argument as I would like to do. 
Shall rather be compelled to confine 
my remarks to a few of the great 
problems that confront us and apply 
comparatively Christianity and social-, 
Ism as remedies. • 


"In the first place, let us get at the 
essential difference of the two Items. 
I take it that you ministers know lit- 
tle, if anything, about socialism. 
In 
fact you may be prejudiced against It 
from the fact that there are those who 
would have you believe that socialism 
would destroy Christianity, and there 
have been 
ministers 
in this United 
State» who have believed this withoi^ 
investigating. 
Some have even gone 
farther than that and have tried to In- 
ject religion Into socialism In an at- 
tempt to destroy the latter. 
There 
was a reason for this attempted in- 
jection for socialism means freedom 
of 
thought, 
v.-hile Christianity, 
as 
practiced by some, means "believe and 
ask no questions." 
Christianity is a 
religion with Jesus Christ as Its head. 
Socialism 
is 
a 
political issue with 
economic justice as its keynote. 


What Clirlstianity Demands. 


"Christianity 
to succeed 
demands 
two things—time and money, but as at 
present practiced it makes no provi- 
sion for either." You say to men you 
must give of your means to finance the 
church and of your time for personal 
work to win others to the church. The 
capitalist system says to men, "You 
are slaves; you must work all the time 
except a few hours in which to eat and 
sleep and I will give you just sufficient 
on which to live." What are you go- 
ing to do about it, gentlemen? 
Thfe 
average income of American work- 
men Is $721 per year and the average 
cost of living is $700 per year. These 
are facts 
from 
government records 
and gives the average. 
What about 
the fellow who is below that? Where 
do men get money to give to any 
cause? 
And time—men must work 
ten and twelve hours a day to pro- 
duce the $721. Where is the time you 
ask for doing personal work. 
There 
are those who say one should give one- 
tenth of his or 
her 
Income to the 
Lord's work. Let us apply that. Here 
is a man whose income is $5,000 per 
year. 
He gives one-tenth ($500) and 
haa $4,500 left to meet a living ex- 
pense of $700. 
Then here is a man 
whose income is $500 per yeai\ 
He 
gives one-tenth ($50) and has $450 to 
meet a living expense of $700. 
Do 
>ou see how it works? 
Now we will 
take the time question. 
The $5,000 
per year man usually works from nine 
in the morning until three in the after- 
noon and has time besides to do per- 
sonal work. 
The $500 man work» 
from seven In the morning until six in 
the evening. (His name is legion com- 
pared with the $5,000 class.) 
Where 
is his time to do personal work ? Sup- 
pose he did take time to do personal 
work—laid off five hours a day. 
He 
would be docked five hours pay and 
at the end of the month the capitalist 
system would demand Its rent, inter- 
est and profit 
and 
he would have 
nothing with which to pay. 


Offers a Solution. 


"Again, gentlemen, 
let me ask— 
what are you going to do about It? 
Socialism 
has a 
solution for these 
problems. 
We say give a man the 
full value of his earnings. 
The same 
government investigating 
committee 
that found the income figures before 
quoted also found that the average 
workman 
produces 
$10 
worth 
of 
wealth In eight hours, but that he re- 
ceives less than one-fourth of his pro- 
duction In wages. 
The balance goes 
to the capitalist system in the form of 
dividends. 
Now if a man earns ten 
dollars in a day, why not let him have 
what he produces? 
Substitute public 
ownership of industries 
for 
private 
ownership and the worker will get the 
full value of what he produces, less 
the cost of production, which would 
amount only to the upkeep of the fac- 
tory. 
Do you think a man having an 
Income of $5 a day for four hours' 
work would have any more time and 
money to devote to the Lord's work 
than a man having an income of $2 a 
day for ten hours' work? 


Question of Clmrity. 


"Now the question of charity comes 
up. 
Christianity teaches charity and 
under the present system It is neces- 
sary. 
The man who does not get 
enough in wages to keep himself and 
those dependent upon him must either 
beg or steal to make ends meet. 
If 
he steals, the capitalist system puts 
him in jail and deprives his family of 
what little support he may have been. 
If he begs, charity doles out to him a 
pittance of unearned Increment. 
But 
let me tell you, gentlemen, the man 
who accepts charity crosses the line 
of demarcation between independence 
and dependence, and once across that 
line it Is hard for him to retrace his 
steps. 
The stigma of charity has left 
Its mark and it ia seldom ever entire- 
ly eraced. Charity should not bo nec- 
essary and would not be under a sym- 
tem of full pay for work done, sick- 
ness and old age pensions. 
We, as a 
government, pension those who have 
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served the military side of our coun- 
try. 
Why not pension as well the 
wrecks of the industrial side? 
Dole- 
ing of charity will never solve the poor 
question; doleing of charity will never ; 
bring the bloom 
of 
health to the 
pinched faces 
and 
the Improperly 
nourished bodies we see in our schools 
and churches today. 
Stealing of a 
man's earnings by the capitalist sys- 
tem and then attempting to return it 
in the form of doled out charity will 
never bring Jesus Christ into the lives 
of men. 


Church Attendance. 


"Then the question of church at- 
tendance and the securing of mem- 
bers. Let us go to church. 
On enter- 
ing we find a few present. 
One par- 
ticular seat, which for the past few 
months has been occupied by a certain 
man, is vacant. 
Where is he? 
He 
was invited to come and came. 
He 
brought his family. They enjoyed the 
service and went home from the Sun- 
day evening service, seemingly satis- 
fled. 
He went to work at seven Mon- 
day morning. 
He came home at six 
in the evening. It is winter time. The? 
rented shack which he calls home is 
none too many; his wife haa prepared 
supper, but the food is poor and does 
not satisfy. His 
children 
are 
not 
properly clothed and himself and wife 
are also poorly clad, and his earnings 
for the past week are gone. He is not 
in church this Sunday morning, nor 
has he been for the past few Sun- 
days. What is wrong? In all his at- 
tendance at services nothing has been 
said about the questions that concern 
him so much. The church is not be- 
hind any movement that tends to bet- 
ter his condition as it Is in cold, cold 
facts. The capitalist system is crush- 
ing oiit his life and the church turns 
a deaf ear to his cries. 
He Is not in 
church, 
he 
Is attending a meeting 
which gives some promise of relief, 
he is learning Christianity 
applied. 
This man's name Is legion and he is 
not a creature of my imagination; he 
is an 
actual 
live experience. 
The 
chui'ch did not hold that man because 
it had nothing for him. 
I attended 
service at a down town church re- 
cently and the pastor of that church, 
who is now before me, gave in his 
evening prayer his idea of securing 
members and keeping them. He said, 
"God bless the poor and may their 
poverty be 
the means 
of bringing 
them to thee." 
Gentlemen, listen! 
I 
believe In the religion of Jesus Chr>^ 
I believe In the power of His life to 
save a man's soul, but you cannot 
save a man's soul by starvation. 
It 
takes whole hearted Christ service. 
Not the kind that holds a man's hand 
toward the zenith and fixes his gaze 
on the stars while the capitalist says- 
tem robs Iiis pockets, but true whole 
hearted Christian service that gets be- 
hind the problems of life and makes 
it really possible for a man to live. 


Can't Bo a Clirlstlan. 


"Is is not possible for one to be a 
Christian under the present system. 
You may question this statement but 
a little proof is all that is necessary. 
To be a Christian one must be free 
from malice, hate, or covetousness and 
love his neighbor as himself—be in 
harmony with God. 
One of the ten 
commandments is "Thou 
shalt 
not 
covet" and another 
Is "Thou shalt 
worship the Lord thy God and Him 
only shalt thou serve." Let us go back 
to the church service of yesterday. We 
take a seat, a hymn is announced, how 
many sing? Do those who are singing 
do so because their minds are free 
from toil thoughts and economic cares 
or are they singing because of habit? 
The Qhoir sings well—^yes for 
the 
money they arc paid. 
Prayer is an- 
nounced and all bow heads. 
Do they 
do so out of reverence or because of 
custom? 
While the preacher prays 
are they following the prayer or is the 
working man thinking of the week 
day existence problems; is the work- 
ing girl not thinking of her long hours 
and wishing she could have as good 
clothes as her Saturday night custom- 
er; is the business man not wishing 
ho had more business which means 
taking it from some one else; is the 
doctor not Avishing some one wei'e ill 
that he might have a job; is the un- 
dertaken not wishing someone would 
die that he may get a dollar; and to- 
day out in life are not their thoughts 
the same? We who claim to be Chris- 
tians are not Christians at all. 
We 
attempt to worship the creator of the 
universe which we say is God. 
The 
q^apitalist system says money is God 
and force people to worship that God. 
As to. Christianity and its God the cap- 
italist system tolerates it that is all— 
Just tolerate it and so long as Chris- 
tianity remains dormant and does not 
fight that system it will continue to 
tolerate it as a pampered child. Let 
me tell you a stoi-y to make my point 
clear. 
A certain Jew owned a store. 
When his son became of age the father 
gave him the store. 
He told the son 
he did not think he needed much In- 
struction as to ho%v to run a store be- 
cause he had that from actual ex- 
perience. 
But one thing ho wanted 
to Impress on his 
mind 
was 
this: 
"When anyone comes to you and asks 
you to sign a subscription to build a 
church, subscribe liberally; put your 
name down for a lai-ge amount. But 
remember this, Jakey, when they get 
ready to build the church you fight 
the location." 
See the point? 
The 
capitalist system is to Christianity as 
Jakey was toward the church. It gives 
to Christianity but when you begin to 
apply Christianity it begins to fight. 


'Applied Christlunlty. 


"And 
in 
conclusion, 
gentlemen, 
what is Applied Christianity? 
It Is 
socialism—nothing more, nothing less. 
Christianity says: "Thou shalt worsiup 
the Lord thy God." Socialism makes 
it possible by removing the God of 
capitalism. 
Christianity says: "Thou 
shalt not 
covet." 
Socialism 
says: 
"Make opportunity 
equal 
to 
every 
man." 
Christianity says: "Thou shalt 
not kill." 
To kill in war 
even Is 
breaking this commandment. 
Social- 
ism makes war impossible by eliminat- 
ing the profit of war and fostering the I 
universal brotherhood of man. Chris- 
tianity says: "We 
must 
eliminate 
white slavery." 
Socialism makes It 
possible for every one to have a home 
and takes the profit out 
of 
white 
slavery which automatically, kills it. 
Christianity'says: "Thou 
shalt 
rtot 
steal-" 
Socialism says: "Give a man 
the full value of his earnings, provide 
old age and sick pensions which elim- 
inate the necessity of stealing or beg- 
ging." 
The time has come, in fact 
has lonK been here,; wiien we. must ap- 
ply Christianity. 
Th« same mlli'tant 
spirit. w^h which Christ drove the 
srafter« from'th« v topapl« ^musf

man and operators in the factory exe- 
cute them, how parts are moved from 
one machine 
to 
ajiother 
by orders 
from the 
planning 
department, on 
schedule time, as trains are dispatch- 
ed and not by anybody, while some- 
body is waiting for them.

plan, 
aside from the 
graphic presentation, is that members 
of the club can individually practice 
the routine until they become thor- 
oughly familiar with It.

The declarations first made their 
appearance late last night at the mass 
meeting of the pacifists and they con- 
tinued in circulation today and many 
pacifists who were unable to sign last j 
night sought opportunity to do so.

Disorders of yesterday, including sev- 
eral fist fights and small riot-s in the 
headquarters of the 
emergency peace 
federation on Pennsylvania avenue re- 
sulted today in 
the disappearance of 
many of the arm bands and body ban- 
ners worn by the pacifists. Some'freely 
admitted that they dispensed with their 
insignia through fear of being attacked. 
The few "keep out of war" arm bands 
that appeared on the streets drew from 
passing pedestrians and the drivers of 
vehicles jeers, lioots and hisses. 


Louis Lochner, former secretary of the 
Ford peace commission, said: 
"Congress 
ha.s the power to declare war and we 
shall try to stop them from voting for 
it. We are still pacifists. We don't want 
to go to war."

Southern Farmer Galled on 
for Pood, Beports to 
Washington. 


(By Gilson Gardner.) 


Washington, April 3.—^The navy de- 
partment Is investigating a circum- 
stantial story about a German U-boat 
which is said to have touched at th® 
coast of North Carolina for provisions. 
The story told Is substantially as fol- 
lows : 


A farm.er living near the seashora 
in a rather lonely district off Roanoke 
island, north of Pimllco sound, was 
'called upon late in the afternoon three 
or four days ago by a couple of sea- 
men who had landed on the beach in 
a small boat from a submarine lying 
near the shore. 
These seamen spoke 
English with difficulty and were obvi- 
ously German. 
They asked for all the 
provisions in his 
house 
and 
took 
them, paying for what they took. Th® 
provisions were loaded into the small 
boat, which 
put 
back 
to tlie sub- 
marine, and when it had been taken 
aboard the submarine submerged and 
disappeai-ed. 


Took Facts to Washington. 


The man telling the story came to 
Washington and talked in confidence 
to persons here connected with the 
navy department. 
He is known to be 
a person of entire credibility and the 
department is convinced that there are 
German submarines lurkiner off the 
South Carolina coast, awaiting 
de- 
velopments or orders from Berlin. 


It has been assumed that the Ger- 
mans would make their bases for sub- 
marines in Me.xican waters. 
It ia 
known positively that German agents 
have been in close touch with the Car- 
ranza government, supplying 
money 
freely, with the intention, no doubt, to " 
smooth the way for the use of Mexi- 
can harbors and sources of oil and 
provisions in prosecuting U-boat oper- 
ations against the United States. 
This 
fits entirely the policy declared in th® 
Zimmermann note, where the German 
minister announced frankly that Ger- 
many awaited only a formal break be- 
tween the two countries to co-operat® 
with Mexico in any form of hostility 
to this country that might be mutually 
advantageous. 


Mexican Radio Stations. 


The wireless stations in Mexico are 
much more 
important 
to Germany 
than 
any 
sources 
of 
informatioü 
through German citizens in the United 
States. 
There are two powerful send-« 
ing stations, one near Mexico City and 
anotlier at Torreon. v.'hich could hi 
used to communicate with Berlin. 


Whatever may be said to the con« 
trary, the United States navy is readjT. 
The ships are in perfect condition a« 
to repairs and liave been stocked and 
munitioned to the last detail. 
Every 
ship of tlie reserve, for which men 
could be secured by taking men from 
the navy yards, training stations or 
other land duties, has been put into 
commission and the new men who ar« 
coming from the training stations ajre 
being put into shape by most inten- 
sive drills and training, so that the* 
may be put on the ships and set at ac- 
tive duty at once. 
The naval schooli 
and all side lines l^ve been discon- 
tinued and everytliing is working to- 
ward the last notch of preparedness 
for any call tliat may come.

present when the debate began. 


HitehcocK's Statement. 


In a brief opening statement. Sena- 
tor Hitchcock, in charge of the reso- 
lution, said the present Avas a time for 
"action, not discussion." 


"The time for discussion has pass- 
ed," he said. 
"The president has al- 
ready stated more clearly, effectively, 
more conclusively the reasons which 
make this grave step necessary. 
The 
resolution 
provides for war 
against 
the imperial German government. 
It 
is framed on' the lines of other war 
resolutions. 
It 
places 
responsibility 
for the war squarely upon the shoul- 
ders 
of 
the 
German 
government, 
charged v/ith repeated 
acts 
of war 
against the United States. 
It is also 
unquestionably a declaration of %var. 


"I a m impressed with the solemnity 
of the occasion. 
Some may be 
filled 
with joy at the prospect of war. 
To 
me it is depressing and dreadful. 
The 
enormous cost which the people must 
pay, the great increase in the cost of 
living, the enormous burden of debt 
the people must 
bear and the 
still 
greater heritage of death staggers my 
mind. 
The awful sacrifice of lives that 
must follow sickens my heart. 
I a m 
sure other senators feel as I do." 


"AVe want no more territory," said 
Senator Hitchcock. 
"We will demand 
no' indemnity. 
We have no historic 
grudge to settle nor racial antipathy. 
In this respect we differ from the other 
countries already involved in the awful 
struggle. There is pan-Slavism against 
pan-Germani.sm. 
Italy wants back the 
Trentino, France her lost provinces: 
Great Britain has German commerce 
and German colonies almost in

"We of all nations, will spend our 
treasijre and our blood and sacrifico 
our lives without the thought of pos- 
sibility of gain.

humanity. 
Such quarrel as we have 
--»vlth Gernianjj is not of our choosing. 


War Forced Upon Us. 


It was forced upon us and we did 
much to avoid It. 
For nearly three 
years the president, congre.ss and thè 
American people have hoped to avoid 
It. 
But one desperate act by the im- 
perial German .government 
has fol- 
lowed another. 
I do not mean to say 
Germany has desired war with us.

do not believe that.

"I have been bitterly opposed to -war. 
I have used my influence to that end.

and protection of the nation. 


Senator Hitchcock was followed by 
Senator Swanson, of Virginia, who said 
the German government "has repeat- 
edly and grossly

obligations to us and wantonly broken 
solemn assurances." 


The issue is not peace or 
war. 
Senator Swanson continued.

already been declared upon us.

Zimmerman Plot Atrocious. 
Reciting the sinking of 
American 
ships, German plots and outrages in 
this country. Senator Swanson said the 
Zimmerman 
plot

against this country "reaches the low- 
est depths of national turpitude. 
"We 
have long suspected a disposition by 
Germany to dispute the Monroe doc- 
trine. 
Now is the time to teach this 
mi.schief-making German 
government 
that our territorial sovereignty cannot 
be made a subject of war bargaining. 


"The advocates of peace now would 
place upon this nation the shame of a 
still greater submission. 
They would 
endure still greater affronts and suf- 
fer still greater submission." 


Reciting the warnings given to Ger- 
m a n y against ruthless submarine war- 
fare, Senator Swanson asked if t ley 
were "mere empty boasts and bluff, -^r 
the solemn voice of a resolute peop'® " 
"No," he answered. 
"Congress will 
not by cowardly action declare 
that 
"tliplomatically we roar and then when 
rebuffed, strike with the gentle hand of 
a woman." 


.Senator lK>dgc for War, 
Senator Lodge, ranking 
republican 
of the foreign 
relations 
committee, 
spoke after 
Senator 
Swanson. 
"No 
one is more conscious than I that this 
is a moment for action and not for de- 
bate," said Mr. Lodge. 
"But I wish 
briefly to state why I support it with 
the greatest earnestness of which I a m 
capable. 


"We have borne and forborne to the 
very limit of endurance. 
Now the in- 
evitable end is here and we are about 
to declare war against Germany. 


"Speaking for myself, and 1 hope for 
my associates generally on this side 
of the chamber, I desire to say that in

will, I a m confident, not be confined to 
the minority. 
Both 
democrats 
and 
republicans must forget party in the 
presence of the common danger. 
This 
is not and cannot be a party war. 


Must Create Strong Force. 


"We have only a very small army 
and we must proceed at once as rap- 
idly as possible to build up a large one 
fit to defend the country in any emer- 
gency. 
W e must provide for the fu- 
ture and for the supply of men for the 
a r m y by a system of universal mili- 
tary training. 
I agree with the presi- 
dent that this new a r m y should 
be 
chosen upon the 'principle of universal 
liability to service.' 
Our navy is strong 
in certain branches and very weak in 
others. 
It must bo our business to 
supply the deficiencies as rapidly as 
possible. 
Fortunately those deficien- 
cies are of the kind which can be most 
quickly supplied. 
It is our duty to see 
that all the money and all the legisla- 
tion necessary for both the a r m y r.nd 
navy are given at once. 


"The president has said that the war 
will involve the utmost practicable co- 
operation in council and action 'with the 
governments now at war with Germany' 
and, as incident to that the extension to 
those governments of the most liberal 
financial credits, in order that our re- 
sources may as far as possible be added 
to theirs. 
I am not only in full agree- 
ment with this policy advised by the 
president, but it seems to me that noth- 
ing is more important than to follov/ it 
out." 


Alliance Is Necessary.- 


Speaking on the question of 
foreign 
alliances he said: 
"It would be madness 
for us to attempt to make wnr alone 
upon Germany and find ourselves, per- 
haps, at the end left isolated at war with ! 
that power when all the nations had 
made peace, because we had not associ- 
ated ourselves with them. 
The allies 
of the entente, as they are called, arc 
fighting 
à common foe and their foe is 
now ours. We cannot nend a great army 
across the ocean for we have no army to 
send. 
Yet I should be glad, for one, if 
we could send 10,000 men of our regular 
troop.% so that the flag of the United 
States might at lea:9t be unfurled in the 
fields of France. 
We can also help the 
allies, as the president recommends, with 
large credits and 
with those supplies 
which we can furnish and which they 
lack. 
We cannot do more in any direc- 
tion to bring this wajr to a speedy end 
than to give those credits and furnish 
those supplies." 
, ' 


Senator Lodge, referHhg to the nresi- 
dent's 
statement 
concerning 
German 
spies in this country, said Èie believed 
"the overwhelming mass of oMr citizens 
of German descent are just as loyal to 
the United States as any cttizena coulJ 
be," but that German agents must Iw 
dealt with, to quote the president's ad-' 
dress, "with a firm hand." 


Would Seise German Ships. 


Senator Lodge said one of the, first acts 
of the United States should be t^ seize 
thé German ships now in United State« 
ports and ^"putting that tonnage in the 
world's service." . 
r 
* 
-HThe: worst of all. wars is a feeble 
nvaf,** Mr. Lodga contûued. tfWar i s too 
awful to be «fttenf inm.'lhau iisartcdly. 
If we fll^ A ia Wfttti^ flcM^ 
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we are worth. It must be no weak, hesi- 
tating war. 
The most merciful war is 
that which is most vigorously waged and 
which comes most quickly to an end. 


"But tljere are, in my opinion, some- 
things worse for a nation than wa". 
National cowardice is worse. 
The di- 
vision of our people into rare groups, 
striving to direct the course of the United 
States in the interest 
of some other 
coimtry, when we should have but one 
allegiance, one hope and one tradition, 
are worse. 
All these dangers have been 
gathering about u.s and darkening tlm 
horizon during the 
last three years. 
Whatever suflFering and misery war may 
bring it will at least sweep these foul 
things away. 
It will unify us into one 
nation." 


A burst of applause came from the 
galleries when Senator Lodge concluded. 


Vardaman Against It. 


Senator Vardaman, democrat, of Mis- 
sissippi, one of the "wilful men" named 
by President Wilson, said he wished he 
could vote with the majority of his col- 
leagues, but that he "must follow the 
path of duty" as he sees it. 


"I must see the path of duty through 
the mists of passion," said the Missis- 
sippi senator. 


Some spectators got up and left the 
galleries as Vardaman spoke, and he in- 
terjected he did not care whether they 
remained or not. 
"The atmosphere en- 
veloping this capitol for the past year," 
Vardaman 
continued, 
"has 
been 
stir- 
charged with the spirit of prejudice, bate 
and love—all good and bad passions, 
utitil men have lost their bearings and 
their poise. 
Everything seems out of 
joint. 
Of all the times when congress 
and the people should keep their heads 
now is the time. 


"The provocation is great," he sail, 
referring to German acts against this 
country. 


"I am not going to vote for this reso- 
lution," said Vardaman. 
"I do not be- 
lieve it i^ necessary to go to war. 
But 
I am not going to delay or interfere with 
its passage." 
Once in the war, he said, 
he would support the president. 
Senator Stone Fights It. 
Senator Stone in opposing the resolu- 
tion said: 
"I fear that 
involving the 
United States in the European war will 
commit the greatest national blunder of 
history. I shall vote against committinsi 
this mistake, to prevent which I would 
gladly lay down my life. Until the con- 
gress shall otherwise command I shall 
stand as I have stood from the bogin- 
niiigf and even now I lift my voice in 
solemn warning against the blunder. 


"But if the constituted powers of my 
government—the power constitutionally 
authorized to speak for the people on 
this momentous issue—shall decide for 
war, and we go into the war, then I 
shall cast all doubts and forebodings to 
the winds ^ind my eyes will be blind to 
everything but the flag of my countiy, 
borne by American boys through the 
storms of war, and my ears will be deaf 
to every call except the call of my coun- 
try in its hour of peril. 


If War, Must Be to FliUsh. 
"If we declare for war there mu.st 
be no halting we must make w a r in 
earnest. 
We know what that means, 
but when war is declared, if it is de-^ 
d a r e d , honor and patriotism will de- 
m a n d that we shrink not even f r o m 
the mouth of hell." 


Senator McCumber, republican, pro- 
posed 
to postpone 
recognition 
of 
a 
state of war by a resolution to declare 
the future sinking or any 
American 
ship without warning 
or 
failure 
to 
take care of Ameriwin passengers or 
other violations of international 
law 
an act of war and authorize the pres- 
ident to use the military forces of the 
country to carry the war to a success- 
ful termination. 


"If this last effort of mine," he con- 
cluded, "shall fail, I shall acquiesce in 
the judgment of the majority and sup- 
port my government in its every war 
need and shall vote to sheathe 
the 
sword when an honorable 
and 
just 
peace shall be restored." 


Senator Kirby, democrat, of Arkan- 
sas, who opposed the armed neutrality 
bill, today announced that he would 
vote for the war resolution "that it 
may appear that we are together" and 
because a vote against it he felt would 
be futile.

Dakota, 
flftiother 
of the "little group of wilful

announced

against the war resolution. 


Announcement was made by Senator 
Kenyon, of Iowa, who opposed 
the

'Senator LaFollett© began to speak 
on the war resolution in the senate 
late this afternoon.

present on arraignment day because 
of illness and whose bond had been 
forfeited. 
Judge 
Anderson 
ordered 
the forfeiture set aside when Mr. Ben- 
ninghoflE answered he was present in 
court with the others and his attorney 
requested 
such action. 
Counsel 
in- 
formed the court that Lonnie 
John- 
son, another defendant, was not pres- 
ent because of a death in his family, 
but expected to be here later today. 


Mr. Martindale in his r e m a r k s to the 
court asked that the statement of each 
of the defendants be heard so the court 
would be informed thoroughly as to 
the actions of each of the accused.

He asserted that the

acts, and detailed just hoAv the gov- 
ernment charged each of 4he defend- 
ants was connected with the alleged 
conspiracy. 
In closing hie statement 
Mr. Dailey said:

Escorted by German Noble. 


The Swiss 
government 
sent 
high 
officers to Schaffhausen to meet the 
Americans to accompany them to Zu- 
rich. 
F r o m Brussels to the frontier 
the Whitlock party iras escorted 
by 
Baron Faulkenhauser, designated by 
Governor von Bissingen. 
The 
party 
left Brussels on Monday on a special 
train. 
In addition to sixty Americana 
coçiprising the legation staff, consular 
agents and all but five of the Belgian 
relief workers traveled with the Chi- 
nese charge d'affaires f r o m Brussels 
with his staff and their families.

Chinese officials had received instruc- 
tions to leave Brussels for Havre a t 
almost the same time as the Amer- 
icans. 


Departure Was Tonehln^. 


Mr. Whitlock described his depart- 
ure from Brussels as extremely touch- 
ing.

breach of relations between the Uni- 
ted States and Germany, have been 
pathetically anxious lest the 
depart- 
ure of 
the Americans 
might 
m e a n 
starvation for them, gathered by tho 
thousands at the Gare du Nord to say 
farewell. 
It was feared there would 
be some demonstration which would 
biing down the anger of the German 
authorities and cause some reprisal on 
the Belgians, but the latter, realizing 
this themselves, remalneeQ almost en- 
tirely silent, though many wept. 


As the train pulled out of the sta- 
tion an 
occasional 
"vive 
Amérique" 
broke the quiet, but tne majority stood 
with bared heads and contented t h e m - 
selves with waving hats and handker- 
chiefs. 
The trip was speedy and un- 
eventful and the boundary was crossed 
at Singen without other delay than the 
usual formalities.

Must Be a War for Results. 


upon no one point of America's entrance into the European con- 
flict does public opinion in this country make itself more positive and 
clear than that we must strike for results. The imperial despotism of 
Germany and the overshadowing militarism of Prussia must be put 
"•¿»wn., Unless these paramount objects are to be sought and attained 
there were no good purpose in America entering the war. 
The fu- 
ture peace and security of the United States as of all the world must 
i-est upon these accomplishments. In the final issue no greater service 
can be rendered to the people of Germany themselves than by destruc- 
tion of those forces which stifle their democratic freedom while men- 
acing democracy everywhere. If this war is to signally mark the ex- 
tinction of militarism and to give hostage to the world that there shall 
be no more war, then war itself must be beaten down to the dust be- 
fore the conflict may be admitted at an end and a peace considered 
possible or to be desired. 


With all her inestimable resources America must fight. There can 
be no half-way measures—no parlor war. Germany is gigantic. Her 
military strength has been proved. She is not beaten. So far her re- 
sourcefulness in war has been equal to every demand of her necessi- 
ties, to every emergency created by her enemies. If the United States 
fail to marshal all strength of resources and to spend it fully for the 
objects that have called the country to the firing line there will sim- 
ply be waste of treasure, expenditure of blood and dissipation of effort 
to no end whatever—tremendous sacrifice without compensation and 
without result. The world's freedom, the march of democracy, the 
progress of civilization and founded guarantees of future security and 
peace can in no wise nor to any extent be served and vouchsafed by 
mere heroic futility. War is war and those who plunge into it for 
good cause as this country is about to go into war can only justify the 
desperate leap by full striving for what is sought. 


If aU that is purposed is to give concrete example to moral protest 
lat end was served with completeness when diplomatic relations with 
le imperial government of Germany were severed last February. If 
the things of which we complain, against which we protest, upon 
which we found our course so far as we have gone, are to be made an 
end of and guarantees are to be taken that they have been made an 
end of, only the fullest employment of the forces of the nation will 
bring us to that achievement. In the finality America will be much 
better off to have kept out of this gory wejter of Europe unless she 
make it an unquestioned and indisputable surety that militaristic 
despotism has been crushed. We must have the result—ample, com- 
plete and insured—else we shall have the work at length all to do over 
again with no choice as to how far we shall go. 


The people of the United States are joined together fully in an un- 
derstanding of the necessities imposed by the momentous and tragic 
turn of events. 
They are cemented in national spirit, they are de- 
termined for the step, they are resolute for the sacrifice. The govern- 
ment-will find no want of support in the hearts, minds and hands of 
this people. 
They are consecrated to democracy's cause the world 
aromid and ready to defend their own rights, dignity and honor wher- 
ever these cherished possessions of their national life are questioned, 
put upon or imperiled. 


Pacifist Bannwort, who had a somewhat disastrous run-in with 
Senator Lodge, proclaims himself a belligerent and ready for the 
worst. He ascribes his conversion to the president's address to con- 
gress. That was some powerful document of state, but let us not wholly 
leavA out the good work of Senator Lodge as one of the means of 
grace. 


Senator LaFollette is driving fast for a hard fall from his pedestal 
of renown. The role of general kicker and obstructionist in civil af- 
fairs may sometimes be useful and perhaps never a reproach, but mak- 
ing a plaything of the national defense is another matter. 


The citizen who arms himself with spade aud hoc and attacks the

:: AS ONE NATIVE-BORN GERMAN SEES IT. i 


(Letter to the Chicago Tribune.) 


March 30,1917, 


The Editor, Tribune : My emotions tell me one thing at this awful 
time, but my reason tells me other things. As a German by birth it 
is a horrible calamity that I may have to fight Germans. That is nat- 
ural, is it not so? But as an American by preference I can see no other 
course open. 


We are urged by sincere pacifists like Mr. Pinchot to adopt "a 
vigorous policy of defense and protection, but no war." But attack 
is sometimes the best protection. 


For twenty-five years Germany has shown dislike for the United 
States—the Samoan affair, the Hongkong contretemps, the Manila bay 
incident, the luiguarded words of the kaiser himself, and, lastly, the 
Haitian controversy in 1914. 


Whether it is right or not, pleasant or not, the fact remains that 
the interests of the two countries have frequently conflicted. And it 
has not been from mere commercial or diplomatic friction.. It is be- 
cause their ideals of government are absolutely opposite^ One or the 
other must go down. It is for us to say now which it shall be. 


Because of my birth and feelings beyond my control I have no 
particular love for the French and less for the British. But by a 
strange irony óì fate I see those nations giving their blood for prin- 
ciples which I hold dear, against the wrong principles of people I in- 
dividually love. 


It is a very unhappy paradox, but one I cannot escape. I do pot 
want to see the allies triumph over the land of my birth. But I do very 
much want to see the triumph of the ideas they fight for. 


It sickens my soul to think of this nation going forth to help de- 
stroy people many of whom are bound to me by ties of blood and 
friendship. But it must be so. It is like a dreadful surgical opera- 
tion. The militaristic, undemocratic demon which rules Germany 
must be cast out. It is for us to do it—^NOW. 


I try to tell myself that it is not our aflfair, that we should con- 
tent ourselves with measures of defense and armed neutrality. But I 
know that it is not so. 


The mailed fist has been shaken under our nose before. If Prus- 
sianism triumphs in this war the fist will continue to shake. We shall 
be in real peril and those ideas for which so much of the world's best 
blood has been spilled through the centuries will be in danger of ex- 
tinction. It seems to me common sense that we liegin our defense by 
immediate attack, when the demon is occupied and when we can com- 
mand assistance. 


There is much tall« of what people like me will do, and fear of the 
hyphen. Mr. Wilson by his hesitancy and vacillation shows that he 
doubts the solidarity of the nation. 


But I think the nation is only groping for leadership. If the pres. 
ident would realize the value of positive action he could bring all the 
people into unity at once. A ringing declaration of war, with a calm 
statement that we enter the struggle to save and strengthen the in- 
stitutions upon which our state is built, would at once bring all the 
conflicting emotions of our people into patriotic unity. Then all fool- 
ish notions of copperheads and traitors would seem merely a bad 
dream. 


In conclusion I wish to compliment The Tribune because it is pos- 
itive in its thought, but reasonable, n^t jrielding to the empty wicked- 
ness of hatefulness. 


Let us make war on Germany, not from revenge, not to uphold 
hair splitting quibbles of international law. Biit let us make war with

Chief Yellow Hand 
Accurate. 


Following 
is an 
eye-witness' 
de- 
scription of the duel with knives be- 
tween Col. AVilliam F. Cody (Buffalo 
Bill) and Yellow Hand, chief of the 
Sioux 
Indians, 
which 
is 
accurately 
pictured in Essanay's current feature, 
"Adventures 
of 
Buffalo Bill." 
The 
eye-witness was H. H. Cross, celebrat- 
ed painter of Indians and 
animals. 
He is now eighty years old. 


"On July 18, 1 879, at 
Hot 
Creek, 
near Fort Robinson, Dakota," said Mr. 
Cross, 
"Buffalo Bill, guiding General 
Eugene A. Carr and a detachment of 
United States troops, drew up against 
the Sioux hordes. 
Yellow Hand, rid- 
ing a yellow pony, rode out upon the 
crest of a high butte and signaled a 
bold challenge to Colonel Cody, w h o m 
he knew, to settle their difficulties by 
fighting 
a 
duel. 
Before 
anybody 
could stop him. Colonel Cody dashed 
out to meet the chief. 


"Between the lines of soldiers and 
Indians, the duel was fought. 
Cody 
fired 
the first bullet, which clipped a 
feather 
out 
of 
A'ellow 
Hand's 
war 
bonnet. 
Shot after shot was exchang- 
ed, and finally the men, their a m m u n i - 
tion 
exhausted, 
leaped 
f r o m 
their 
horses and clashed with knives. 
Five 
minutes of 
fighting 
and 
Cody 
drove 
his knife Into the Indian's heart. 


"Ne.Kt 
day 
Yellow 
Hand's 
squaw 
went over to 
the 
soldiers' 
quarters, 
and in the presence 
of 
the 
officers, 
she cut off the third 
finger 
of 
her 
right hand. 
That was the 
supreme 
sacrificial 
act 
of 
a 
great 
chief's 
widow." 


The Alamo is a mission church at 
San Antonio, In 
what 
Is now Bexar 
county, Texas. In 1836 it was occupied 
by about 150 of the revolutionists in 
the Mexican war. 
Though 
attacked 
by 4,000 Mexicans under Santa Ana, 
the Texans held it from February 23 
to March 6, when Santa Ana took it 
by storm. 
All but seven of the gar- 
rison perished, six of these being m u r - 
dered after their surrender, and one 
m a n escaping to report the affair. 
In 
this garrison were the celebrated David 
Crockett and Colonel James Bowie, in- 
ventor of the bowie knife. The 
memory 
of this massacre became an incitement 
to the Texans in subsequent encoun- 
ters, and "Remember the Alamo!" be- 
came a war cry in their struggle for 
freedom.

Fish 
(contains 
valuable 
nutrientii 
and is usually an economical food. It 
is, however, 
deficieni 
in 
materials 
which yield heat and muscul.ir power. 


Tn making out a menu with fish as 
the important dish, the housewife Is 
accustomed to add potatoes, rice or 
bread; and usually provides a sauce 
for the fish made with eggs; or uses 
hard boiled eggs to garnish the dish. 


TO FRY FISH use plenty of olive 
oil or pork drippings. 
I'^ry small fish 
in a frylpg basket, large fish in plenty 
of fat in a spider. 


TO BOIT. FISH wrap 
firmly 
in a 
piece of cheesecloth, plunge into hard 
boiling iyater, then simmer until the 
fi.sh is flaky. 


TO P.ROII. FISH rub with olive oil, 
buttei-, or dripping, season with pep- 


per and .salt; broil the skin side first, 
turn once, broil the flesh side, adding 
more fat to m a k e fish brown -well. 


Codfish au (iratln. 


Soak 2 pounds of codfish and break 
into flakes. 
Thicken 2 cupfuls milk 
with 2 tablespoonfuLs butter 
rubbed 
into 
2 tablespoonfuls flour. 
Put 
a 
layer of codfish in a well 
buttered 
baking dish, add a layer of the white 
sauce and sprinkle with grated cheese; 
fill dish with alternate layers of fish, 
white sauce and cheese; cover witn 
well buttered bread crumbs; bake 30 
minutes. 
Serve with baked potatoes. 


Salmon Pie. 


Remove the skin and large bonea 
from the contents of one can of sal- 
mon. 
Into a v.-ell buttered b\iking dish 
put a layer of flaked salmon and cover 
with a layer of boiled and sliced po- 
tatoes; season with salt, pepper and a 
few drops of onion juice, or a little 
chopped parsley. 
Add all of the ma- 
terials in alternate layers, with a top 
of well buttered bread crumbs. 
Pour 
on 1-2 cupful of cream or milk and 
bake 20 minutes in a moderate oven. 


Fish Ramekins. 


Use any cold cooked fish. 
Heat 1 
quart milk and thicken with 2 table- 
spoonfuls butter rubbed into 3 table- 
spoonfuls flour, stir 2 beaten eggs into 
the sauce and add seasonings of salt, 
pepper and butter. 
Butter individual 
baking dishes, and fill with alternate 
layers of fish, bread crumbs and white 
sauce. 
Spi-inkle with grated 
cheese 
and buttered bread crumb.s. 
Bake 15 
minutes, garnish 
with 
parsley and 
sliced onions. 
Or serve with 
sliced 
cucumbers.

t'.re being enllstea as apprentice sea- 
rien in the navy. 
Already nearly six 
hundred have been taken in.' 


The idea is to have the glrls^do» office 
work and release men 
for fighting. 
Most of those enlisted are stenogra- 
phers and typewriters. 
Some are gen- 
eral office w^orkers. 
After a month or 
so of work the 
girl seaman can be 
promoted (and will be) to be a yeomiin 
—which means more pay. 


The enlistments are real enlistments. 
These young v/omen will be just as 
much in the navy as are the boyr, in 
the blue 
flannel 
trousers. 
For 
four 
years they are subject to all the rules 
iind discipline 
of 
thte enlisted men. 
They must come when called and go 
where sent. 


The pay is enough to attract the av- 
erage stenographer and typewriter in 
Washington. 
An apprentice 
se.nman 
gets $17.60 a month, but most of the 
girls on account of'some special auall- 
fication such as proficiency in stenog- 
raphy or typewriting, bookkeeping or 
statistics, are enlisted as, yeomen of 
the third class or they are quickly pro- 
moted to that rank. 


Yooman Is a Clerk. 


In the navy the term yeoman applies 
to everything clerical. 
The ink-slinger 
to the navy m a n is a "yeoman." 
Any- 
one who can write, pound a typewriter 
or m a k e out papers which will get by 
the department is in the yeoman clas«?. 
W h a t Secretary Daniels has de ne is to 
add women to this clerical class. 
He 
is the first to do it and the experir.'.ent 
will be watched with m u c h interest. 


While apprentice seamen or yeomen 
these young women get $1.25 a day in 
lieu or quarters and rations. 
So that 
a yeoman of the third class with this 
fillowance gets approximately 
$70 00 
a month, which is more than the com- 
mercially employed 
typewriter 
often 
gets. 
A yeoman of the third^ class re- 
ceives $33.00 a month; a yeoman of 
the second class—an easy promotion 
for these women in this emergency—• 
gets $38.50 a month, and a yeoman 
of the first class gets $44.00 a month. 


The next promotion Is to Chief Yeo- 
man, which is the same as Chief Pettv 
Officer. 
This rank carries a .salary of 
$66.00 a month. 
And to all of these 
must be added the dollar and a quar- 
ter a day allowance as commutation 
quarters. 


There is also an allowance permitted 
by the law for clothing of $30 in peace 
time and $60 in war time. 
As the cloth- 
ing is all men's clotliing, a question has 1 
arisen as to just what the girls will 
draw. 
They could use the middy blouse 
quite well. 
They can also draw the blue 
flannel from the stores and make a very 
good flannel skirt. 
There is nothing like 
the government 
navy 
flannel 
to be 
bought at any department store. 
The 
flat blue cap worn by the sailor would 
be quite becoming if a girl chose to wear 
it, but she might find the underwear 
provided for the men not entirely to her 
liking and probably will choose to coni- 
nmte and buy waists and things at the 
department stores. 


Uniform Not Obligatory. 


As yet, the uniform is not obligatory. 
T)ie chevrons which indicate rank and 
are known in the service as "buzzards" 
will also be part of the dress, and will 
carry real authority even though 
the 
wearer happens to be a girl. 
If the girl 
becomes a petty oflfiror she "rates" the 
ordinary yeoman, though he be a man, 
and he must take her orders to go to the 
brig. 


The .service has disciplinary rules in 
regard to the respectful treatment to 
superior ofTicers and infractions of this 
are punishible by courtmartials. 
The 
ordinary civil methods for these girls no 
longer holds. 
The first courtmartiai re- 
sulting from a disrespect by a girl sea- 
man apprentice to a male petty officer 
will produce some interesting testimony 
as to how a common seaman—when she 
happens to be a ieawoman—ought to be 
treated, or how, later, a female petty 
ofhcer ought to treat a poor, degraded 
apprentice seaman or 
yeoman of the 
third cla°8.
